"Practically all the insurance com-
panies issue a standard form of policy
to cover this class of risks. The mini
mum amount for which these policies
are issued, is $5,000 for a 'personal
limit and $10,009 for a collective,
where more than one person is injured.

"To make the 'personal limit' in
these insurance policies greater than
$?.000 would be an unjust discrimina
tion in .favor of a. single person, in-
jured, to the excluslpn M , the recovery
of damages under said policies by
other persons injured in the same ac
cident. ..

"As the statute bases the Increased
insurance to be carried by ownrs or
onerators or public service vehicles on
the seating capacity of the vehicle op-
erated, it an be conclusively pre-
sumed- that the legislature intended to
give protection fn the largest possible
measure to all persons using these
vehicles for public conveyance. .

"It is therefore my opinjon that
where the word 'minimum' oocits in
'minimum policy'" as used in the stat
ute, it should be construed to mean the
'collective limit' instead of the 'person-
al limit' as' used in said policies, andany policy having a .personal limit' of
$5,000 and a "collective limit' as large
or larger than the amount required by
the statute meets with the require-
ments of the law." ...
